T HE Russian Revolution lias developed a few peculiarities net) 
before known in »nv uprising. 

In the first plate, the Russian uprising was a claracti 
cally anony mous movement—a movement without anv \ 
directors. There was not a single leader anywhere in Russia*, 
scarcely one |iersonagc who came out prominently, since the 
when the priest Gapi 11 led a few thousand [letitioncrs towards 1 
skoc Cclo.

litis anonymous character of the uprising was at the 
time the source of a great deal of strength and of its downfall. 

. It was the source of strength, because tlie Russian movement 
badly organized and the Social-Democratic part of it. in pa: 
was very weak in numbers and discipline. According to 
I test authorities, there were never more than o.oooSocial- 
erats and so-called "revolutionary Socialists" in St. Petersburg., 
this number included the members of the “Bund.” In Moscow 
total number was even considerably less. Some claim tliar the .J 
cialists and Revolutionists were comparatively better organized in 
vonia, l'norland and Finland.

to be ridiculous and untenable. 
This is not remarkable. A con¬ 
siderable number of our newspaper 
literati are people who have "missed 
their calling,” but whose education 
and claims on remuneration suits 
the bourgeois interest from a busi¬ 
ness point of view. At ‘.he same 
time it is the function of the daily 
papers, and of the majority of bef- 
leiristic jwriodicals to favor the 
lowest speculation and fructify 
bourgeois morality in their adver¬ 
tisement sheets; their money and 
exchanged articles arc enlisted in 
the same service on another field. 

Bellctristic literature is on tin- 
whole no better than newspajier lit¬ 
erature; its object is mainly the 
treatment of sexual subjects with 
all their excesses: it represents 
sometimes sliallow enlightenment, 
sometimes the most imbecile preju¬ 
dices and superstitions. The rai¬ 
son d'etre of the whole thing is to 
make the bourgeois world ajipcar 
as the best of all worlds, in spite 
of small failings, whose existence 
must be conceded. 

(>n this large and important field 
the future will undertake very ra¬ 
dical reforms. The ground will 
then lie occupied only by science, 
truth, art. the conflict of opinions 
of those who seek the best, and 
everyone who is capable of taking 
part in the contest will have the 
opjxirtunity of doing so.

page pamphlet, by L. A. Redman, 
entitled, “Eighteen Years of Muni¬ 
cipal Ownership," in which the 
City Trustees are cl urged with 
loving grossly mismanaged die 
Electric Lighting Plant of Alame¬ 
da. Whether-the trustees have or 
have not inis managed the plant, it 
is not my purpose in this communi¬ 
cation to discuss, as they are well 
able to' defend themselves; but as 
the chief’ object of" the pamphlet 
seems to he to attack the general 
principle of municipal ownership 
of public utilities, 1 wish to make 
a few remarks thereon. 

That tile booklet is, at this lime 
sent forth, raises -the suspicion 
that some grasping private mono¬ 
poly Iras designs on Alameda, and 
has commenced to prejure the way 
for. the consummation of their 
scFAneS. The object of the pamph¬ 
let is -dearly not so much to bring 
out the alleged mismanagement of 
our lighting plant, as to educate the 
public to the idea tliat the people 
are mconqvetent to'manage public 
affairs, and should let the trusts 
and benevolent private parties man¬ 
age them for them. The public 
ownership idea is growing so rap¬ 
idly throughout the countrC, that 
the Rockefellers, and Morgans, and 
the monopolists little and big. have 
become alarmed, ami sec the neces¬ 
sity of organizing their forces, and 
through the printing press, putting 
up a fight if tliey arc to keep their 
grip on tlie people. Jt will Ik- a 
hard-fought battle. < >n one side 
will be lined up the trusts kith un¬ 
limited money, and all the advo¬ 
cates of the doctrine of special 
privilages, and on die other side the 
great unorguiized public now par¬ 
tially awakened to the danger that 
threatens the republic, w!k> begin 
to see that something must be done 
to loost-n-the grip die corporations 
are getting on'eighty millions of 
people. \ 

^ Mr. Radntsut, in the pamphlet-al¬ 
luded to, states twenty-two objec¬ 
tions to tlte public ownership of 
public utilities. Within the limits 
of this communication I have stvace 
in which to name hut four of his 
objections. He says: 

■ ‘^Becguse |t would increase the 
number of politicians ar.d office¬ 
holders.

Mr. Redman seems to he ignor¬ 
ant of the fact that cl! that tve now 
enjoy"'which wc call civilization, art- 
public utilities—the fruits of col¬ 
lectivism, or co-operation, estab¬ 
lished and secured by government. 
The union of these stales, the 
congress, the army, the navv. the 
postal-system, the common schools, 
the universities, th. organized 
states, the counties, and cities; tlte 
public libraries, and streets, anti, 
jiarks, and tire protection, and asy¬ 
lums, and. prisons, and public in¬ 
firmaries, and liospitals — every¬ 
thing that constitutes civilization 
is the result of legal, methodical co- 
ojieration, or the administration of 
public necessities by tlte )>eopie 
acting collectively* in a governmen¬ 
tal ca|stcily. 

This being so. how- amusing it is 
(not to call it In another name 1 to 
hear men with owlish wisdom de¬ 
clare that “public ownership is a 
failure." It is no! a failure, oilless 
all civilization is a failure, fti all 
the |iast. one by one. have all tlx- 
public utHities. above enumerated, 
been wrested from kings, a-id ty¬ 
rants, and plutocrats, and greedy 
men who sought to despoil their fel¬ 
low man. • Thcv were taken over by 
the people for the benefit of the jx-o- 
ple. Civilization is the fruit of! 
evolution, but it has not yet reached 
perfection. Mime ohter utilities of 
a public nature, now monopolized 
by private persons, must lx- taken 
over. Future generations will, from 
time to time, find it necessary to con -, 
t ert many interests considered of ‘ 
a private nature now. into public 
uses. 

The man who would seriously 
consider dial the "touch of the gov-1 
eminent." (all the peopc make the 
government) takes the "living fla¬ 
vor" out of everything, and then in¬ 
sists that the lav,- of industrial evo¬ 
lution lias worked itself out. and is 
now dead, and inoperative, and tliat!

Thr nicciss of tlte demand for an eight hour day on the part 
of thr Printer* of the country suggests a thought or two. The 
printer* are well equipped for the struggle, for they have practically 
an industrial organization, through their Allied Priming Trades agree¬ 
ment. ami can bring no little pressure to bear by force of numbers 
and mciuMveness and discipline. Under the allied trade* agreement 
they have banded together for defensive purposes the compositors, 
thr machine compositors, the machinists employed in tlie printing 
trade, the pressmen, feeders and helpers, the stereotypers and elcctro- 
typer*. the mailers, the Ixxikbinders. the photo engravers and the ucvvs- 
paper writers. Besides this, wc understand that iu the larger Eastern 
cities even tlic. liaudy tncu who do work iu connection with the news¬ 
paper and other offices arc also organized and included in the general 
organization. And this is nothing new; this tendency toward the in¬ 
dustrial form of organization lias l>een going on in the American 
Federation of labor for years, tide the Miners, the Hrewerv Workers, 
and so on. The tendency will continue to manifest itself ami with 
more rapidity as the unionists get wiser from actual battle vitli the 
enerm 


Till* paper has long keen an'advocate of the industrial form 
of union organization, even long before sontc of tliose who arc now- 
trying n< make a fad of it and to make it minister to their jtcrsonal 
ambitions and purposes, knew what unionism was. And in answer to 
the wild claim of these particular people that the unions affiliated in 
the A. E. of l.. can never accomplish anything, we isrint to the pres¬ 
ent victories of the Printers.

Producers and Retail Prices. 

Editor Herald: last spring 
when 1 read Comrade Sanial’s 
statement concerning the great in¬ 
crease iu the price of commodities 
when sotd at the last market, alxrvc 
the price sold for al the farm, mine 
or factory where produced, 1 was 
inclined to consider it an exaggera¬ 
tion. 

This causer! me to investigate for 
myself, and 1 have come to the con¬ 
clusion. ami can prove, that the 
prices for which commodities are 
sold to* the consumers are double 
tlie amount received for them at the 
place of production. 

By comparing the New York 
and Chicago wholesale prices of 
food as stated hy the Bureau of 
Labor in bulletin No. 57; with the 
New York retail prices as published 
by the same bureau in bulletin No. 
59. we-find that commodities valued 
at bo cts. wholesale is sold at $1.00 
retail. 

But even the wlmlesale prices 
quoted in the above mentioned bul¬ 
letin is greatly iu excess of the 
producer'* prior. To find the true 
producer's price we must turn to 


the farm and factory statistics con¬ 
tained in the utoo census report*. 

The follow ing table sliovvs the 
difference in the prices of food as 
quoted in the census reports and the 
wholesale prices as quoted by the 
Bureau of labor. * '

Chanter 4»IV Scctrtu 7. of the 
law# of nmt; provide* at follows: 

It shall he the duty of any physi¬ 
cian to report ant accident to any 
tterson whom he is called upon to 
care for professionally when such 
person is thereby incapacitated for 
pursuing his usual vocation for a 
period of at least two weeks. The 
cause, nature, ami results of such 
accident, the place where anti the 
condition of the person at the time 
it occurred sltail be fully described 
in the report of such physician. The 
returns of such accidents shall be 
made by the physician and by the 
public .offices, and die fees therefor 
anti tin* iK'iiallics for nun-compli¬ 
ance mi the part of either the physi¬ 
cian or public officer, studlslie the 
same as in cases of births anti 
deaths. 

It is observed that, so far. phy¬ 
sicians fail to comply with the 
above law. It was therefore 
moved ami carried to iu^ic all wage 
workers to rrjtort accidents coming 
to their knowledge to Lr. C. A. 
llar|icr of the State Hoard of Vital 
Statistics, Madison, \Vis„ as .such 
rc|ioiis will assist him in securing 
olictliciicf of the law. 

The locking of doors of certain 
shops during working hours, 
which may result in the killing of 
many working men and women ami 
children in ax- of lire., was also 
considered with the Ialtor comini .

The least that can lie said is tliat

On April it. 1896, a workman 
[named John F. Nicoud was injured 
in the machinery of the works of 
J. G. Wagner & Co. His skull was 
fractured and his 'brain injured. 
He was taken home, where his Wife 
was already sick in bed. ami kind- 
hearted neighbors, realizing the 
plight of the little Jit.uschold, re¬ 
pot ted the matter to the Associated 
Charities. Agent Gustav Frellson 
investigated the Case, and, after 
learning tlie facts, about the acci¬ 
dent, told Mr. Nicoud that he had 
a good case against the Wagner 
| |>eople and could get damages if 
| lie took his case into the courts. 
Mr. Nicoud felt that he was en¬ 
titled to such relief, and so Frellson 
sent Attv. J. C. Officer, a close 
friend of his. to arrange with Ni¬ 
coud to begin proceedings. Officer 
drew up an agreement by which 
he was to get cmc-half of whatever 
damages were secured, and suit was 
started In the- late Judge Suther¬ 
land's court. Frellson kept up 
a fatherly ir.lercst (as will appear) 
in the case, as agent of the As¬ 
sociated Oiaritics. 

The trial in Sutherland's court 
resulted in victory for Nicoud, and 
then the Wagners appealed to the 
supreme court, hoping to thus dis¬ 
courage their opponent. He kept 
up the fight, however, and the su¬ 
preme court ordered the case back 
to the lower court to be tried over.
